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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To prevent necessity of 
manual work by saving waste of lots of paper sheets 
when a generated copy is defective in the print of 
image data by the electronic sorting.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] Image formation equipment characterized by providing the following. A setting 
means to set up image formation conditions. A reading means to read the picture of a 
manuscript and to output image data. An accumulation means to accumulate the image data for 
every manuscript outputted with this reading means as a series of image data. The 1st image 
formation means which forms the picture of the image data for every manuscript accumulated 
in case the image data for every manuscript is accumulated at this accumulation means, The 
image formation conditions set as the above-mentioned accumulation means with the 
above-mentioned setting means when a series of image data carried out an accumulation end, 
Or the 2nd image formation means which forms the picture of a series of image data 
accumulated at the above-mentioned accumulation means based on the image formation 
conditions set up with the above-mentioned setting means changed if needed from the picture 
formed with the image formation means of the above 1st. 

[Claim 2] Image formation equipment characterized by providing the following. A setting 
means to set up image formation conditions. A reading means to read the picture of a 
manuscript and to output image data. An accumulation means to accumulate the image data for 
every manuscript outputted with this reading means as a series of image data. The 1st control 
means which perform control which forms the picture of the image data for every manuscript 
accumulated in case the image data for every manuscript is accumulated at the 
above-mentioned accumulation means using an image formation means to form the picture of 
the above-mentioned image data, and this image formation means, The image formation 
conditions set as the above-mentioned accumulation means with the above-mentioned setting 
means when a series of image data carried out an accumulation end, Or the 2nd control means

The 1st control 
means which perform control which forms the picture of the image data for every manuscript 
accumulated in case the image data for every manuscript is accumulated at the 
above-mentioned accumulation means using an image formation means to form the picture of 
the above-mentioned image data, and this image formation means, The means for stopping 
which suspend control of the 1st control means of the above for the above-mentioned 
accumulation means when a series of image data carries out an accumulation end, A change 
means to change the image formation conditions set up with the above-mentioned setting 
means if needed from the picture formed by control of the 1st control means of the above 
when control of the 1st control means of the above was suspended by these means for 
stopping, The 2nd control means which perform control which forms the picture of a series of 
image data accumulated at the above-mentioned accumulation means using the 
above-mentioned image formation means based on the image formation conditions changed 
with this change means, or the image formation conditions which were set up with the 
above-mentioned setting means. 

[Claim 4] Image formation equipment characterized by providing the following. A setting 
means to set up image formation conditions. A reading means to read the picture of a 
manuscript and to output image data. An accumulation means to accumulate the image data for 
every manuscript outputted with this reading means as a series of image data. The 1st control 
means which perform control which forms the picture of the image data for every manuscript 
accumulated in case the image data for every manuscript is accumulated at the 
above-mentioned accumulation means using an image formation means to form the picture of 
the above-mentioned image data, and this image formation means, The means for stopping 
which suspend control of the 1st control means of the above for the above-mentioned 
accumulation means when a series of image data carries out an accumulation end, A directions 
means to direct substitution of a part of image data of a series of image data accumulated at 
the above-mentioned accumulation means when control of the 1st control means of the above 
is suspended by these means for stopping, The 2nd control means which perform control 
which substitutes the image data outputted by reading the manuscript substituted with the 
above-mentioned reading means according to directions of this directions means, and is 
accumulated for the above-mentioned accumulation means as image data of business, The 3rd 
control means which perform control which substitutes for a part of image data substitutions 
were instructed to be with the above-mentioned directions means of the image data of a series 
accumulated in the image data of business by substituting at the above-mentioned accumulation 
means accumulated by these 2nd control means at the above-mentioned accumulation means, 
and forms a picture. 

[Claim 5] Image formation equipment which is characterized by providing the following and 
which reads the picture of a manuscript with a reading means, outputs image data, and 
performs image formation with an image formation means based on the image data outputted. 
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A setting means to try on the above-mentioned image formation means with the image 
formation conditions which perform image formation, and to set up a printing function. The 
1st 

control means which perform control which forms the picture of the image data which 
accumulates the image data for every [ which tries and is outputted with the above-mentioned 
reading means based on a printing function ] manuscript set up with this setting means for an 
accumulation means as a series of image data, and is accumulated simultaneously. Means for 
stopping which suspend control of the 1st control means of the above for the 
above-mentioned accumulation means when a series of image data carries out an accumulation 
end. A change means to change the image formation conditions set up with the 
above-mentioned setting means if needed from the picture formed by control of the 1st control 
means of the above when control of the 1st control means of the above was suspended by 
these means for stopping, The 2nd control means which perform control which forms the 
picture of a series of image data accumulated at the above-mentioned accumulation means 
based on the image formation conditions changed with this change means, or the image 
formation conditions which were set up with the above-mentioned setting means. 
[Claim 6] Image formation equipment characterized by providing the following. A storage 
means to read the picture on a manuscript and to memorize the read image data. A 
conditioning means to set up image formation conditions. A number-of-sheets setting means to 
set up image formation number of sheets. When the usual image formation mode is chosen by 
the means for switching which try with the usual image formation mode and switch a print 
mode alternatively, and these means for switching The above-mentioned image data 
memorized by the above-mentioned storage means is processed on the 1st image formation 
condition set up by the above-mentioned conditioning means. When only the number of sheets 
set up by the above-mentioned number-of-sheets setting means forms and outputs a picture on 
a record medium, the above-mentioned means for switching try and the print mode is chosen 
The 2nd image formation condition which is different from the image formation conditions of 
the above 1st by the above-mentioned conditioning means after only the one section forms and 
outputs a picture on a record medium on the image formation conditions of the above 1st set 
up by the above-mentioned conditioning means in the above-mentioned image data memorized 
by the above-mentioned storage means is received. An output means by which only the 
number of sheets which processed the above-mentioned image data memorized by the 
above-mentioned storage means on the image formation conditions of the above 2nd, and was 
set up by the above-mentioned number-of-sheets setting means forms and outputs a picture on 
a record medium. 

[Claim 7] When the picture on a manuscript is read and memorized and the usual image 
formation mode is set up The account of a top process it on the 1st image formation condition 
which had the read picture set up, and when [ at which it was set up ] number-of-sheets partial 
output is carried out and the trial print mode is set up The image formation method 
characterized by the thing it was processed on the 1st image formation condition which had the 
read picture set up, and only the one section was outputted, a setup of image formation 
conditions was received again, the picture read the account of a top was processed on the 2nd 
image formation condition set up here, and was done [ above-mentioned ] for a setup, and 
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which carries out number-of-sheets partial output. 

[Claim 8] When the picture on a manuscript is read and memorized and the usual image 
formation mode is set up The account of a top process it on the 1st image formation condition 
which had the read picture set up, and when [ at which it was set up ] number-of-sheets partial 
output is carried out and the trial print mode is set up When process it on the 1st image 
formation condition which had the read picture set up, only the one section is outputted, an 
output is suspended and resumption is directed with the image formation conditions of the 
above 1st When the remaining number of sheets of the number of sheets by which a setup was 
carried out [ above-mentioned ] is outputted and the 2nd image formation condition is set up, 
it is the image formation method characterized by the thing the read picture was processed on 
the 2nd image formation condition set up here, and was done [ above-mentioned ] for a setup, 
and which carries out number-of-sheets partial output the account of a top.

[Claim 1] Image formation equipment characterized by providing the following. A setting 
means to set up image formation conditions. A reading means to read the picture of a 
manuscript and to output image data. An accumulation means to accumulate the image data for 
every manuscript outputted with this reading means as a series of image data. The 1st image 
formation means which forms the picture of the image data for every manuscript accumulated 
in case the image data for every manuscript is accumulated at this accumulation means, The 
image formation conditions set as the above-mentioned accumulation means with the 
above-mentioned setting means when a series of image data carried out an accumulation end, 
Or the 2nd image formation means which forms the picture of a series of image data 
accumulated at the above-mentioned accumulation means based on the image formation 
conditions set up with the above-mentioned setting means changed if needed from the picture 
formed with the image formation means of the above 1st. 

[Claim 2] Image formation equipment characterized by providing the following. A setting 
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means to set up image formation conditions. A reading means to read the picture of a 
manuscript and to output image data. An accumulation means to accumulate the image data for 
every manuscript outputted with this reading means as a series of image data. The 1st control 
means which perform control which forms the picture of the image data for every manuscript 
accumulated in case the image data for every manuscript is accumulated at the 
above-mentioned accumulation means using an image formation means to form the picture of 
the above-mentioned image data, and this image formation means, The image formation 
conditions set as the above-mentioned accumulation means with the above-mentioned setting 
means when a series of image data carried out an accumulation end, Or the 2nd control means 
which perform control which forms the picture of a series of image data accumulated at the 
above-mentioned accumulation means using the above-mentioned image formation means 
based on the image formation conditions set up with the above-mentioned setting means 
changed if needed from the picture which was controlled by the 1st control means of the 
above, and was formed. 

[Claim 3] Image formation equipment characterized by providing the following. A setting 
means to set up image formation conditions. A reading means to read the picture of a 
manuscript and to output image data. An accumulation means to accumulate the image data for 
every manuscript outputted with this reading means as a series of image data. The 1st control 
means which perform control which forms the picture of the image data for every manuscript 
accumulated in case the image data for every manuscript is accumulated at the 
above-mentioned accumulation means using an image formation means to form the picture of 
the above-mentioned image data, and this image formation means, The means for stopping 
which suspend control of the 1st control means of the above for the above-mentioned 
accumulation means when a series of image data carries out an accumulation end, A change 
means to change the image formation conditions set up with the above-mentioned setting 
means if needed from the picture formed by control of the 1st control means of the above 
when control of the 1st control means of the above was suspended by these means for 
stopping, The 2nd control means which perform control which forms the picture of a series of 
image data accumulated at the above-mentioned accumulation means using the 
above-mentioned image formation means based on the image formation conditions changed 
with this change means, or the image formation conditions which were set up with the 
above-mentioned setting means. 

[Claim 4] Image formation equipment characterized by providing the following. A setting 
means to set up image formation conditions. A reading means to read the picture of a 
manuscript and to output image data. An accumulation means to accumulate the image data for 
every manuscript outputted with this reading means as a series of image data. The 1st control 
means which perform control which forms the picture of the image data for every manuscript 
accumulated in case the image data for every manuscript is accumulated at the 
above-mentioned accumulation means using an image formation means to form the picture of 
the above-mentioned image data, and this image formation means, The means for stopping 
which suspend control of the 1st control means of the above for the above-mentioned 
accumulation means when a series of image data carries out an accumulation end, A directions 
means to direct substitution of a part of image data of a series of image data accumulated at 
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the above-mentioned accumulation means when control of the 1st control means of the above 
is suspended by these means for stopping, The 2nd control means which perform control 
which substitutes the image data outputted by reading the manuscript substituted with the 
above-mentioned reading means according to directions of this directions means, and is 
accumulated for the above-mentioned accumulation means as image data of business, The 3rd 
control means which perform control which substitutes for a part of image data substitutions 
were instructed to be with the above-mentioned directions means of the image data of a series 
accumulated in the image data of business by substituting at the above-mentioned accumulation 
means accumulated by these 2nd control means at the above-mentioned accumulation means, 
and forms a picture. 

[Claim 5] Image formation equipment which is characterized by providing the following and 
which reads the picture of a manuscript with a reading means, outputs image data, and 
performs image formation with an image formation means based on the image data outputted. 
A setting means to try on the above-mentioned image formation means with the image 
formation conditions which perform image formation, and to set up a printing function. The 
1st 

control means which perform control which forms the picture of the image data which 
accumulates the image data for every [ which tries and is outputted with the above-mentioned 
reading means based on a printing function ] manuscript set up with this setting means for an 
accumulation means as a series of image data, and is accumulated simultaneously. Means for 
stopping which suspend control of the 1st control means of the above for the 
above-mentioned accumulation means when a series of image data carries out an accumulation 
end. A change means to change the image formation conditions set up with the 
above-mentioned setting means if needed from the picture formed by control of the 1st control 
means of the above when control of the 1st control means of the above was suspended by 
these means for stopping, The 2nd control means which perform control which forms the 
picture of a series of image data accumulated at the above-mentioned accumulation means 
based on the image formation conditions changed with this change means, or the image 
formation conditions which were set up with the above-mentioned setting means. 
[Claim 6] Image formation equipment characterized by providing the following. A storage 
means to read the picture on a manuscript and to memorize the read image data. A 
conditioning means to set up image formation conditions. A number-of-sheets setting means to 
set up image formation number of sheets. When the usual image formation mode is chosen by 
the means for switching which try with the usual image formation mode and switch a print 
mode alternatively, and these means for switching The above-mentioned image data 
memorized by the above-mentioned storage means is processed on the 1st image formation 
condition set up by the above-mentioned conditioning means. When only the number of sheets 
set up by the above-mentioned number-of-sheets setting means forms and outputs a picture on 
a record medium, the above-mentioned means for switching try and the print mode is chosen 
The 2nd image formation condition which is different from the image formation conditions of 
the above 1st by the above-mentioned conditioning means after only the one section forms and 
outputs a picture on a record medium on the image formation conditions of the above 1st set 
up by the above-mentioned conditioning means in the above-mentioned image data memorized 
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by the above-mentioned storage means is received. An output means by which only the 
number of sheets which processed the above-mentioned image data memorized by the 
above-mentioned storage means on the image formation conditions of the above 2nd, and was 
set up by the above-mentioned number-of-sheets setting means forms and outputs a picture on 
a record medium. 

[Claim 7] When the picture on a manuscript is read and memorized and the usual image 
formation mode is set up The account of a top process it on the 1st image formation condition 
which had the read picture set up, and when [ at which it was set up ] number-of-sheets partial 
output is carried out and the trial print mode is set up The image formation method 
characterized by the thing it was processed on the 1st image formation condition which had the 
read picture set up, and only the one section was outputted, a setup of image formation 
conditions was received again, the picture read the account of a top was processed on the 2nd 
image formation condition set up here, and was done [ above-mentioned ] for a setup, and 
which carries out number-of-sheets partial output. 

[Claim 8] When the picture on a manuscript is read and memorized and the usual image 
formation mode is set up The account of a top process it on the 1st image formation condition 
which had the read picture set up, and when [ at which it was set up ] number-of-sheets partial 
output is carried out and the trial print mode is set up When process it on the 1st image 
formation condition which had the read picture set up, only the one section is outputted, an 
output is suspended and resumption is directed with the image formation conditions of the 
above 1st When the remaining number of sheets of the number of sheets by which a setup was 
carried out [ above-mentioned ] is outputted and the 2nd image formation condition is set up, 
it is the image formation method characterized by the thing the read picture was processed on 
the 2nd image formation condition set up here, and was done [ above-mentioned ] for a setup, 
and which carries out number-of-sheets partial output the account of a top.
